cottag6 and who had been cautioned 
on Sunday that tho girl was in 
ill 


health and to look after her until a 
nurse and companion would arrive, be- 
can»e alarmed when she called at the 
cottage several 
times 
Monday 
and 


found it locked 


She then telephoned the owner of the 
cottage, who came immediately to the 
Lake and forced an entrance to the 
cottage. 


Coronor S. S. Richards went to the 


Lake early in the afternoon and re- 
mained until 9 o'clock. 
He said 
he 


thought that the girl had been dead 
about 12 hours. This morning he was 
not able to give a verdict in the case, 
as to whether it was suicide or acci- 
dental death by taking an overdose of 
medicine.
